bushes. This will make it easier |' 


to manage the good wood and 
pick the fruit next year. To pro- 
tect-against winter injury it may 
help to put some straw: over the 
bushes about freeze up. This will 
help to hold snow on the plants 
over winter. In the. case of rasp- 
berries it is a good idea to bend 
the bushes over and cover. the 
tips. with soil.

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Local cadets 
end training 


Seven weeks of outdoor life for 
some 500 Royal Canadian Army 
Cadets was climaxed here by a 
ceremonial marching out parade 
before several hundred spectators, 
including parents. 


The Cadets from the Lakehead, 
Manitoba and-Saskatchewan, were 
inspected by Major General W. J. 
Megill, General Officer Command- 
ing Prairie Command. The Gen- 
eral told the Cadets that ‘“‘We look 
to the Cadets who have been 
training here to set the pace. If 
you are a real self-starter then 
you will do great things not only 
for yourself, but for the Cadet 
Corps.” 

Named outstanding cadet was 
Cadet Donald Johnson of The 
Duke of Edinburgh Cadet Corps 
at Fort Churchill, Man. who 
leaves here to join his parents, 
Capt and Mrs. H. D. Johnson, in 
Kingston, Ont. His father was re- 
cently appointed Protestant Army 
Chaplain in that city. 

After a marchpast, the Cadets 
performed a series of demonstra- 
tions on the camp parade ground. 
Providing amusement to specta- 
tors were a number of cadets car- 
rying branches to act as trees dur- 
ing the stage-setting of a wooded 
area which came under attack by 
a Cadet platoon. 

A physical training demonstra- 
tion received strong applause. PT 
and sports have played a large 
part in the Cadets’ life since July 
5th. In the first week all cadets 
participated in Kraus Weber 
physical condition tests ‘which re- 
sulted in a test failure rate of 49 
percent. A second series of the 
same tests showed a marked im- 
provement with only a 19 percent 
failure rate. 

Ranging in age from 15 to 18 
years, the Cadets have received 
specialized training in. signalling, 
driving and maintenance, basic 
cadet leadership training, _ in- 
structing and rifle coaching. In- 
structors were members of the 
Regular Army, the Militia and the 
Cadet Services of Canada. Many 
are teachers in civilian, life.

NEW NEIGHBORS, 

How do our immigrants feel 
about all tthe arguments which 
rage around their “desirability” ? 

Economists maintain that Can- 
ada needs more people; that a 
bigger population is the key to our 
continuing prosperity; that more 
people mean bigger markets, more 
business, more work and more 
jobs. iy 

On the other hand, labor union 
officials have said an influx of 
newcomers can cause unemploy- 
ment and lower wages. Other peo- 
ple worry about the political be- 
liefs of immigrants, their health 
or financial status, . 

Perhaps earlier generations of 
Canadians worried about the same 
things. Our fizst settlers probably 
disputed the desirability of later 
arrivals. However, we know they 
pitched in and helped them and 
Canada benefitted. 

Of course conditions have chang- 
ed. Today’s newcomers can’t carve 
their homes out of untouched 
lands. They must adapt to an es- 
tablished society, but. they still 
need help. , 

We are told this makes ‘immi- 
gration a challenge to all. Péople 
are still people, and those who 
dare to pull up stakes and gamble 
on‘a new land offer us a challenge 
to gamble on the benefits they can 
bring our country.

Bishop Coleman said that al- 
though the Anglican Communion 
represents only seven percent of 
‘the world’s Christian population, 
| it is an important seven percent.” 

“Its contacts with bodies out- 
side the Anglican Communion are 
lof vast importance—for example 
{230 million -Orthodox Christians 
and four million Old Catholics are 
groups with whom we are very 
close,” the Bishop said, adding 
that there is a growing conscious- 
ness of our relationship with the 
various evangelical bodies. 


Bishop. Coleman reported that 
when leaders of various Protestant 
bodies were introduced at the con- 
ference, they received great ova- 
tions from the assembled Bishops. 
He remembered especially’ the 
warm welcomes given the Modera- 
tor of the Church of Scotland, 
Bishop Otto Dibelius of the Ger- 
man Lutheran Church, and the 
presidents of the Methodist. and 
Baptist churches in Britain. 

“We all felt a sound sense of | 
optimism concerning the future of | 
the Anglican Communion and its | 
divine commission in the world— 
especially: with regard to provid- 
ing a meeting ground for all 
Christian, bodies—in God’s good 
time,” said Bishop Coleman.

Use Rosary crosses 
to open Hull jail doors 


From NEW YORK 


The story came out how sev- 
eral inmates of Hull's jail manag- 
ed to escape from their cells by 
using the cross on blessed rosar- 
ies as a key to unlock their iron 
doors. 

The rosaries, bearing a maltese- 
type metal cross, had been given 
to the prisoners by the prison 
chaplain, Rev. Dominique, Desjar- 
dins, a former curate of St. Gre- 
gory’s parish in Vankleek Hill. 

No attempt at an actual jail 
| break was made. A former inmate 
of the Hull jail, who said he dis- 
covered this “othe r use” for the 
crosses, revealed the * prisoners 
only intended to “play a trick” on 
the guards. 

“When there were no guards 
around, we would insert the metal 
crosses in our cell locks and open 
the doors. Sometimes we would 
actually walk out of our cells and 
call ‘the guards to ask them to 
lock us in. We had quite a ball 
until someone reported us to the 
chaplain.” 

The prisoners thought it was 
great fun. But I had to answer to 
jail authorities for their actions. 
They didn’t think it was so

News Report 
From Edmonton 


By Ken Mason 

EDMONTON— Alberta farm- 
ers are making more money this 
year, according to figures com- 
piled and released by the pro- 
vincial bureau of statistics. 

For the first seven months of 
the year, farm income from 
grain and _ livestock totalled 
$233,352,000; which is $22,640,- 
000 more than the figure for ‘the 
same period of 1957. 

The increase in total income 

was recorded despite a continued 
drop in earnings from grain. The 
difference was in greatly in- 
creased sales of livestock. 
. Grain income dropped to 
$109,386,000 from $116,042,000 a 
year earlier. But this was more 
than offset by livestock earnings, 
which. rose to $123,966,000 from 
$94,670,000 in the January-July 
period of last year. an 

The bureau of statistics month- 
ly report on the province’s econ- 
omy contained a number of in- 
teresting features. 

For example, despite the re- 
cession retail trade is holding 
its own. For the whole province, 
retail trade was up .4 per cent 
at $583,082,000. But a break- 
down shows Albertans are spend- 
ing most of their money on the 
necessities of life and de-empha- 


. sizing the luxuries. 


Grocery and combination stor- 
es reported an 8.2 per cent in- 
crease in trade, and department 
stores reported business up 10.2 
per cent. But motor vehicle deal- 
ers felt the pinch with trading 
down 11.7 per cent, and garages 
and filling station reported a 4.9 
per cent drop in business. : 

The index of new car and 
truck sales showed a drop of 16.3 
per cent to 26,121 units sold in 
the first six months of the year. 
The value of new vehicle sales 
dropped 14.3 per cent to $67,839,- 
000.

_assistant superintendent of the 
station who , committed suicide 
after repeatedly complaining to 
the government about conditions 
there. 

One theory is that the govern- 
‘ment became panicky and decid- 
ed to get rid of the man after it 
heard that details of the cases 
had. been turned over to a law- 
yer-member of the Opposition in 


the Legislature. But then the}: 


government had to ‘back down 
when the investigating commit- 


’ tee decided Hargrave’s dismissai 


wasn't justified. 

The firing of a senior civil 
servant, especially one with so 
many years of service, is always 
tricky business. It’s almost cer- 
tain someone will be asking the 
government to answer the unan- 
swered questions in the |. Har- 
grave case.

Polio total mounts 
throughout 
Manitoba 


Manitoba’s total number of 
polio cases, both paralytic and 
non-paralytic, jumped to 50 Au- 
gust 29, with four new cases re- 
ported in Greater Winnipeg in the 
preceding 24 hours, Dr, George 
Johnson, minister of health has 
reported. om 

The four new cases, all paraly- 
tic, brings the week’s total to 17. 
None of the four had received 
Salk vaccine, the minister added. 
One of the four is a young man 
of 33.
